For three decades the Raiders have continually defied 
the odds to maintain their unparalleled level of excellence 
as professional sports’ winningest team.

AL DAVIS 
President of the General Partner 


A total commitment to excellence has marked the three- 
time World Champion Raiders monumental rise during the last 
26 years to the very top of the pro sports world. During these 
decades of destiny the Raiders battled their way to the best 
record in professional sports, 

In these memorable 26 years the Raiders have had 22 
winning seasons, including 16 in a row from 1965 through the 
1980 World Championship season. 

The astute, fearless leader who charted, then guided the 
progress of the Raider organization during this challenging 
quarter-century is owner-president of the general partner, 
Al Davis, 

Davis’ 29-year professional football story, from assistant 
coach of the Chargers, to head coach and general manager 
of the Raiders, to Commissioner of the American Football 
League and finally to principal owner and chief executive 
officer of pro sports’ winningest team — the Los Angeles 
Raiders — is a standard that no one in the history of pro- 
fessional sports can match for winning and excellence, 

In April, 1966, the then 36-year old Davis, head coach and 
general manager of the Raiders, became Commissioner of the 
American Football League. This was a post he accepted with 
some reluctance, for first and foremost Al Davis was a football 
coach, and knew that assuming the commissionership would 
in all probability mean an end to his coaching career. But AFL 
owners, needing drive and direction in their battle with the rival 
National Football League, prevailed on Davis to accept the 
position, He was described by AFL president Ralph Wilson as, 
“a coaching genius and astute administrator.” AFL owners 
pointed to his brilliant coaching, recruiting and administrative 
record and the unique high esteem in which he was held by 
players, coaches and media throughout the country, 

Just eight weeks later, when pro football's two major 
leagues put an end to their six year war, Davis was acclaimed 
nationally as the driving force who brought the leaques to the 
conference table. When the historic merger was completed, 
Davis resigned his post as AFL Commissioner. 

In 1969, he was once again a prime force in the dramatic 
realignment of professional football when two 13-team confer- 
ences — the AFC and NFC — were formed for 1970. He 
played a vital role in the development of the game as a key 
participant in the prestigious NFL Competition Committee and, 
as a member of the NFL Owners Executive Committee, con- 
tinues to be a major force in the growth and direction of all 
phases of professional football, 

Al Davis first came to the Raiders in January, 1963, dedi- 
cated to rescuing the faltering Oakland franchise and building 
the finest organization in professional sports. Just 33, Davis 
was the youngest man in pro football to hold the demanding 
dual positions of head coach and general manager. 

But Davis already possessed 14 years coaching experi- 
ence. He had been tabbed a “young coaching genius” by 
Sports Illustrated and “the most inventive mind in the country” 
by Scholastic Coach magazine. The Raiders, with only nine 
wins in their 42-game history, were failing badly on the field 
and in the front office and survival of both the franchise and 
the young league were at stake. 

But 1963 saw the start of one of the great rehabilitation 
jobs in sports history. Introducing a meticulously designed, 
explosive offense and entirely new concepts in team defense, 
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the Raiders — “picked to finish dead last” — thundered to a 
10-4 record and just missed the Division Championship. 

Davis was named Coach of the Year by Associated Press, 
United Press International, Sports Illustrated, Sporting News 
and his fellow coaches. He became the first sports figure ever 
honored by the Chamber of Commerce as Oakland's Young 
Man of the Year. Aside from his deep love of the Raiders, 
Davis remains vitally interested in all phases of sports, both 
college and professional, as well as local, national and interna- 
tional events. 

Perhaps his most singular honor is having made a record 
seven presentations of inductees to the Pro Football Hall of 
Fame in Canton, Ohio. The seven great players to have se- 
lected Al Davis to make the presentation speeches on their 
behalf are Lance Alworth, Jim Otto, George Blanda, Willie 
Brown, Gene Upshaw, Fred Biletnikoff and Art Shell. 

Al Davis was born July 4, 1929 in Brockton, Massachu- 
setts, but raised in Brooklyn, New York. He attended Witten- 
berg College and Syracuse University, earning a degree in 
English while playing football, basketball and baseball. 

In 1950, he was named line coach at Adelphi College in 
New York. His innovative technical football articles published 
in the leading coaching magazines gained him wide attention 
and acclaim. He then went into the Army, being assigned as 
head football coach at Ft. Belvoir, Virginia. There he molded a 
national power service team and capped one season by de- 
feating the University of Maryland, national collegiate champi- 
ons, in a squad game. 

Davis served on the staff of the NFL's Baltimore Colts in 
1954, at age 24, concentrating on player personnel work. Dur- 
ing 1955-56, he was line coach and chief recruiter at The 
Citadel. He then spent three years at the University of South- 
ern California as line coach. In 1959, Davis also was in charge 
of defense at USC. 

In 1960, head coach Sid Gillman hired Davis as offensive 
end coach of the newly formed Los Angeles Chargers. There 
Davis developed the most feared and imitated passing attack 
in football and kept the Chargers in the very forefront in the 
fight for college talent. From the Chargers in Los Angeles, and 
then in San Diego, it was on to successfully meet the chal- 
lenges with the Raiders in Oakland in 1963 and then in Los 
Angeles in 1982 5

MIKE SHANAHAN 
Head Coach 


The Los Angeles Raiders named 
then 35-year old Mike Shanahan as 
their new head coach on Tuesday Feb- 
ruary 29, 1988. Shanahan, now a 14- 
year veteran whose coaching experi- 
ence includes the National Football 
League, the Southeastern Conference, 
the Big Ten and the Big Eight, took 
over the head coaching position left 
vacant when Tom Flores retired in Jan- 
uary of 1988 after nine memorable 
years as head coach of the Silver and 
Black. 

No stranger to the AFC Western Division, Mike Shanahan 
spent the four years before joining the Raiders as an assistant 
with the Denver Broncos — including three years as their of- 
fensive coordinator, During his tenure with Denver, the Bron- 
cos won three Divisional Championships, two American Con- 
ference Championships and represented the AFC in two Super 
Bowls. In his four years with the Broncos, the Denver team 
built an overall record of 49-20-1 and were among the league 
leaders in many offensive categories. 

Mike Shanahan came to the Raiders with a record of 
77-29-3 as a college assistant coach at the University of Flori- 
da (1980-1983), the University of Minnesota (1979), Eastern 
Wlinois University (1978), Northern Arizona University (1977) 
and the University of Oklahoma (1975-1976). 

In his four seasons as offensive coordinator at the Univer- 
sity of Florida, including the '83 season when he served as 
assistant head coach at the age of 31, the Gators played in 
four postseason bowl games — the Gator Bowl, Bluebonnet 
Bowl, Peach Bowl and Tangerine Bowl, 

While at Eastern Illinois University as offensive coordinator 
in 1978, Mike Shanahan helped guide the team to an NCAA 
Division || Championship — his second involvement as a 
coach of a collegiate national championship team. 

Mike Shanahan was a member of the coaching staff at the 
University of Oklahoma in 1975 when the Sooners were 
crowned as NCAA National Champions after downing the Uni- 
versity of Michigan in the Orange Bowl, In 1976, his second 
year there, Oklahoma had another outstanding season, cul- 
minating in a win in the Fiesta Bowl. 

During his 14 seasons in the NFL and collegiate coaching 
ranks Mike Shanahan's teams have participated in postseason 
playoffs or Bowl games ten times, while compiling an overall 
record of 133-58-4. 

Michael Edward Shanahan was born August 24, 1952 in 
Oak Park, Illinois. He attended East Leyden High School in 
Franklin Park, Illinois, where he played quarterback in football, 
guard in basketball and was a high jumper and quarter-miler in 
track. He is a member of the East Leyden High School Hall of 
Fame. 

Shanahan then attended Eastern Illinois University in 
Charleston, Illinois, where he played quarterback until a se- 
Vere injury closed out his college playing career. At Eastern 
Illinois, Shanahan earned both his bachelors and masters de- 
grees in physical education, 

While furthering his education Mike Shanahan served as a 
graduate assistant at Eastern Illinois University before embark- 
ing on his coaching career at the University of Oklahoma in 
1975, working with the receivers and running backs. Just thir- 
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teen years later Mike Shanahan took on the biggest challenge 
of his professional life, accepting the position of head coach of 
the Los Angeles Raiders. In his first season on the job the 
Raiders were in the playoff race until the final game and fin- 
ished third in the AFC West with a 7-9-0 record. 

Mike Shanahan is the eighth head coach in the 30-year 
history of the Raider organization. Since 1966, when Al Davis 
returned to the Silver and Black as Managing General Partner, 
after serving as Commissioner of the American Football 
League, the Raiders have had only three other coaches — 
John Rauch (1966-1968), John Madden (1969-1978) and Tom 
Flores (1979-1987). For each of these men the Raider job was 
their first as a head coach. Each went on to be named Pro 
Football Coach-of-the-Year and each helped lead the Raiders 
to at least one Super Bow! appearance. 

The Shanahan family includes wife Peggy, nine-year old 
son Kyle and seven-year old daughter Krystal. 


DAVE ADOLPH 


Defense, Linebackers 


Dave Adolph, now in his 27th year 
of coaching in the NFL and college 
football, joined the Raiders staff in Feb- 
ruary, 1989. Adolph, 52, served as de- 
fensive coordinator for the Cleveland 
Browns the last three seasons. He 
began his NFL coaching career with the — 
Browns in 1979, spending six years © 
there thru 1984. The Akron, Ohio native — 
joined the staff of the San Diego 
Chargers in 1985, then returned to the © 
Cleveland organization in 1986. Adolph 
played guard and linebacker at the Uni- 
versity of Akron and entered coaching in 1962 at Cleveland's 
Shaw High after three years as an officer in the Air Force. He 
joined the Akron coaching staff the following year and coached 
at Connecticut, Kentucky, Illinois and Ohio State before joining 
the Browns. The Adolph family includes wife Betty, four sons 
and one daughter. 


FRED BILETNIKOFF 


Wide Receivers 


Fred Biletnikoff re-joined the Raid- 
ers in February, 1989 after having pre- 
viously played 14 seasons for the Silver 
and Black. The 46-year-old Pro Foot- 
ball Hall of Famer coached wide re- 
ceivers for Calgary in the CFL the past 
two seasons. He coached for two USFL 
teams — Arizona in 1986 and Oakland 
in 1985. He served coaching stints at 
Diablo Valley J.C, in 1984, Palomar 
J.C. in 1983 and Orange Glen High in 
1982. Biletnikoff also coached with 
Montreal in 1980, He played in 190 
games as a Raider and was MVP in Super Bow! Xl. The Erie, 
Pennsylvania native is the Raiders all-time leading receiver 
with 589 career catches and holds Raider records in receiving 
yards (8,974) and receiving touchdowns (76). He played in 
three AFL title games, five AFC championships and in Super 
Bowls II and XI. He was the Raiders leading receiver for six 
straight seasons (1968-73) and in 1971 led the NFL with 61, 
then the AFC in 1972 with 58. He played in two AFL All-Star 
games and four Pro Bowls. Biletnikoff joined the Raiders as a 
second round draft choice in 1965 from Florida State. 


ALEX GIBBS 


Assistant Head Coach 


Alex Gibbs joined the Raider staff in 
1988 after four seasons with the Den- 
ver Broncos. A native of Thomasville, 
North Carolina, Gibbs, 48, played quar- 
terback at Davidson College and later 
earned a master's degree from the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina. He began his 
coaching career at Mount Airy High 
School in North Carolina where he won 
two state titles in three years. He also 
held assistantships at Duke University, 
the University of Kentucky and West 
Virginia University before joining Ohio 
State University as offensive coordinator in 1975. He later 
served in a similar capacily at Auburn University and the Uni- 
versity of Georgia before joining the Denver staff in 1984, 


SAM GRUNEISEN 
Linebackers 


Sam Gruneisen, 48, joined the 
Raiders in 1987 with 21 seasons of 
coaching and pro playing experience 
behind him. The Louisville, Kentucky 
native served as defensive coordinator 
and linebackers coach at San Jose 
State in 1986 after two years as offen- 
sive line coach with the L.A. Express of 
the USFL in 1984-85, two years as 
offensive line coach at the University of 
California in 1982-83 and one at 
Grossmont Junior College in 1981, pre- @ 
ceeded by three seasons of high school | .™. ~~ 
coaching in the San Diego area and a senior management 
level business career. An outstanding tight end and linebacker 
at Villanova University where he earned a degree in mathe- 
matics, Gruneisen was drafted by San Diego in 1961 and 
played offensive center 11 years for the Chargers, 1962-72, 
then finished with Houston in 1973, The Gruneisen family in- 
cludes wife Barbara, two sons and one daughter. 


TERRY ROBISKIE 
Tight Ends 


Terry Robiskie, now in his 11th year 
with the Raiders, rejoined the organiza- 
tion as an assistant to the coaching 
staff in 1982, He was named tight ends 
coach in 1989. The 34-year-old New 
Orleans, Louisiana native completed 
his active playing career in 1981 with 
Miami and went into private business. 
Robiskie entered pro football as the 
Raiders’ eighth round draft choice in 
1977 after an outstanding career as a 
running back at Louisiana State Uni- 
versity where he became the school’s 
all-time leading rusher. He played three seasons with the 
Raiders from 1977-79, then was with the Dolphins in 1980-81. 
The Robiskie family includes his wife Cynthia and a son. 


PETE RODRIGUEZ 
Special Teams 


Pete Rodriguez, a veteran of 23 
years in coaching at all levels, joined 
the Raiders in March, 1988. A native of 
Chicago, Rodriguez played guard and 
linebacker at Western State College in 
Colorado, He coached high school 
football for two years before joining the 
staff at the University of Arizona in 
1968. He later served assistantships at 
Western Illinois University, Florida 
State University and lowa State Uni- © 
versity before becoming head coach at 
Western Illinois in 1979. After four |- 
years there, Rodriguez, 48, joined the staff of the Michigan 
Panthers in the USFL He also coached for the Denver Gold 
and Jacksonville Bulls of the USFL, Northern lowa University 
and the Ottawa Rough Riders of the Canadian Football 
League.

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JOE SCANNELLA 
Offensive Backs 


Joe Scannella, who rejoined the 
Raiders in 1987, is now in his 37th year 
in coaching. He served as an assistant 
coach with the Raiders from 1972 
through 1977, before being appointed 
head coach of the Montreal Alouettes in 
1978. After four seasons with Montreal, 
Scannella spent three years as an 
assistant with the Cleveland Browns.

ART SHELL 
Offensive Line 


After 15 years as one of the top of- 
fensive tackles in pro football, Art Shell 
retired in 1983 and joined the Raider 
staff. Shell was a Pro Bowl selection 
eight times during three decades for 
the Silver and Black — the most of any 
Raider player. He played in 207 league 
games, third highest total in Raider his- 
tory, with 23 playoff game appear- 
ances, including starting berths in two 
Raider World Championship wins.

1989 NFL RULE CHANGES 


Until May 31; No more than 90 players under contract. 

—June 1; No more than 80 players under contract. 

—Roster cutdown to 60 players after third preseason game (Au- 
gust 29). 

—FRoster cutdown to 47 players Monday (September 4) prior to 
regular-season opener. 

—Regular-season game roster of 45 players plus two inactive. 

— Developmental squad of six players maximum per club estab- 
lished after final cut to 47 and comprised of only rookies/first-year 
players who have passed through waivers. 

— Players placed on injured reserve during the preseason may not 
return to same club that year; also may not practice. 

— Players placed on injured reserve after the final cut may return 
after six games by free reactivation (each club has five) or procedural- 
recall waivers. 

—Two practice options: Option 1: After four weeks on injured re- 
serve, player can practice for two weeks, then club must waive or acti- 
vate; Option 2: After six weeks on injured reserve, player can be acti- 
vated, waived, or begin unlimited practice. If practicing, player must 
count against developmental squad total of six. 

Also, the NFL clubs approved the following: 

—Further claritied the roughing-the-passer rule by prohibiting a 
defender who has an unrestricted path to the quarterback from fla- 
grantly hitting him in the area of the knees when approaching from 
any direction. 

— Specified that fouls which occur in the last five minutes of the 
fourth quarter as well as the last two minutes of the first half will result 
in the clock starting on the snap. 

— Called for strong disciplinary measures against feigned injuries, 

—Any entering substitute who participates in a play must enter 
while the ball is dead and must move onto the field as far as the inside 
field numerals; in addition, the player or players replaced must have 
cleared the field on their own side (between end lines) prior to the 
snap or free kick 

— Established a new set of procedures, including loss of team 
timeouts or a five-yard penalty on the defense, to handle the problem 
of crowd noise which prevents the offense from hearing its signals, 

—Further liberalized blocking rule to permit a blocker to initially 
contact on or outside the opponent's frame of the body so long as the 
blocker works to bring his hands back on or inside the frame after ini- 
tial contact. 

—Changed the simultaneous catch rule so that the offensive or 
defensive player who first controls and continues to maintain control 
of a pass will be awarded the ball even though his opponent later es- 
tablishes joint control of the ball. 

—Prohibited the offense, while in the process of substitution or 
simulated substitution, from rushing quickly to the line and snapping 
the bail with the obvious attempt to cause a defensive foul. Insuch an 
instance, the umpire shall hold the snap, giving the defense a reason- 
able time to complete its substitution or if a defensive foul results, the 
flag will be picked up and the down replayed. 
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INSTANT REPLAY APPROVED FOR 1989 


For the fourth consecutive season, NFL clubs have approved a limited system of 
Instant Replay on a one-year basis. 
The system stays the same as in 1988. The Replay Official will be assigned a 
teguilar officiating crew and will attend crew meetings the day before each game. 
The following table outlines the number of reversals and plays closely review- 
ed by Instant Replay in each of the previous three seasons.

In 1986, the system was approved by a 23-4-1 vote, In 1987, the vote was 21-7. 
in 1988, replay was cleared by a 23-5 margin. In 1989, the vole was 24-4. 

The NFL has discussed Instant Replay in some degree or other since the ear- 
ly 1970s. The League experimented in 1976 and 1978 using two basic frame- 
works — an independent system using cameras, replay machines, and techni- 
cians separate from the network covering the games, anda “no-frills” approach 
using existing TV coverage, 

In 1985, the NFL used the network feed of the nine nationally-televised pre- 
season games to experiment with the basic system which later was adopted for 
1986, 1987, and 1988. A lotal of 28 plays (17 confirmed call, 4 inconclusive, 1 re- 
versed, and 6 no replay shown) were closely examined in the 1985 experiment, 

Q—What Is the objective of this system? 

A—The clubs feel that on certain plays the telecast viewed by the general 
public should be used Io correct an indisputable error. The system will be used to 
reverse an on-field decision only when the Replay Official has indisputable 
visual evidence available to him that warrants the change. 

Q—Who will be involved? 

A—The Replay Official (a former NFL or collegiate official) will be positioned 
in a sideline Replay Booth, which will house two TV monitors and two high- 
speed VCRs plus radio communications to the on-field officials. The Replay Of- 
ficial makes the decision although a Communicator (normally a member of the 
League Office staff) and a Technician also will be there to lend logistical help. 

Q—Why is the system referred to as "limited" Instant Replay? 

A—This system will concentrate on plays of possession or touching (e.g. 
fumbles, receptions, interceptions, muffs) and most plays governed by the side- 
lines, goal lines, end lines, and line of scrimmage (@.9. receiver or runnerin 
or out of bounds, forward or backward passes, breaking the plane of the goal 
ling), It also will be used to determine whether there are more than 11 menon the 
field. 

Q—Why aren't most fouls included in this system? 

A—\tis recognized that in most circumstances the on-field officials have the 
best. vantage points involving fouls. It is for this reason that Instant Replay will 
not review a list of the following 26 fouls:

Q—Is the television network carrying the game part of the review pro- 
cess? 

A—No. Although the Replay Official will be viewing the live network feed, 
there is no communication to television personnel as to which plays to show or 
not to show. 

Q—Whatis the step-by-step procedure of a play review? 

A—The Replay Official will view game action and a play will be replayed im- 
mediately an one of the two monitors, while the other one continues ta record the 
live feed. 

The Replay Official makes a determination if further study of the play is need~ 
ed. If not, there is no contact with the field and play continues without interrup- 
tion, 

If the Replay Official bellaves an error may have been made the Umpire will 
be contacted via a headset. 

The Replay Official will watoh replay(s) on one or both monitors and complete 
his review within a reasonable period after the play is over. 

The Replay Official will inform the Umpire of his decision, and the Referee will 
make the appropriate announcement on the wireless microphone.

WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP RINGS 


The Raiders World Championship rings — awarded to 
players, coaches, staff and owners after the dominating 
victories in Super Bowl XI, Super Bowl XV and Super 
Bowl XVIII — are renowned as the most memorable 
pieces of championship team jewelry ever produced. The 
rings were produced by Lenox Awards of St. Charles, II- 
linois, whose staff developed creative concepts incor- 
porating the explicit guidelines established by the Raid- 
ers — white gold, a raised football-shaped crest of dia- 
monds on a black surface and a design based on “mas- 
sive excellence” that would recognize these crowning 
achievements by the Raider organization. 


The Super Bowl XVIII ring design features three large 
diamonds to represent the three World Championships 
won within eight years, each centered in a football- 
shaped crest plus an additional 20 five-point diamonds. 
The ring was developed by Raider Managing General 
Partner Al Davis, Head Coach Tom Flores, Executive 
Assistant Al LoCasale and Lenox Awards President 
Tom Marzullo. 


The Super Bowl XI ring design, featuring a large 
center diamond and 26 five-point diamonds on the ring 
face was developed by Raider Managing General Part- 
ner Al Davis, Head Coach John Madden, Executive As- 
sistant Al LoCasale and Lenox Awards artist Elliot Ing- 
berg.

August 29: Roster cutdown to maximum of 60 players, 

September 4: Roster cutdown to maximum of 47 
players. Clubs will be permitted to dress 45 players for 
each regular season game. Prior to each game, clubs 
must establish an Inactive List of two players. For Sun- 
day games, the deadline for establishing the Inactive List 
is 4 p.m. on the preceding Saturday; for Monday night 
games, the deadline is 4 p.m. on that day; for Thanks- 
giving Day, the deadline is 4 p.m. on the preceding 
Wednesday; and for Saturday afternoon games, the 
deadline is 4 p.m. on the preceding Friday. All deadlines 
are Eastern time. 

September 10-11: Regular season opens. 

October 17: Trading of player contracts/rights ends at 
4 p.m., Eastern time. 

October 24-25: NFL Fall Meeting, Cleveland, Ohio. 

December 22: Deadline for waiver requests in 1989, 
except for “special waiver requests’ as described in 
Constitution and Bylaws. 

December 27: Deadline for postseason participants to 
sign free agents for playoffs, except punters or kickers. 
Players from Reserve/Injured or Reserve/Non-Football 
Injury or Illness may be added to postseason partici- 
pants’ rosters during playoff period only under applicable 
reactivation procedures. 

December 31: AFC and NFC Wild Card Playofts.

1989 ACTIVE LIST 


The Active List is the principal status for players par- 
ticipating for a club. It consists of all players under con- 
tract, including option, who are eligible for preseason, 
regular season, and postseason games, Teams will be 
permitted to dress up to 45 players for each regular 
season and postseason game during the 1989 season, 
in addition to a two-player Inactive List. All players on 
a club's combined Active and Inactive Lists may par- 
ticipate in practice but only the 45-man Active List may 
dress for games. 


RESERVE LIST 


The Reserve List is a status for players who, for 
reasons of injury, retirement, military service, or other 
cirumstances, are not immediately available for partic- 
ipation with a club, Those players in the category of 
Reserve/Injured who were physically unable to play 
football for a minimum of four weeks from the date of 
going onto Reserve would fall under two practice op- 
tions: Option 1: After four weeks on Reserve/Injured, 
the player can practice for two weeks but then must be 
waived or activated; Option 2: After six weeks on Re- 
serve/Injured, the player can be activated, waived, or 
begin unlimited practice. If practicing, then the player 
must count against the Developmental Squad of six. No 
player is eligible for activation unless he has missed at 
least six regular season games. Each club will have five 
free re-activations for players placed on Reserve/In- 
jured after the final cutdown. 


DEVELOPMENTAL SQUAD 


Each team also may establish a six-player Devel- 
opmental Squad after the final cutdown to 45 active and 
two inactive players on September 4. Only rookie and 
first-year free agent players are eligible to be signed 
to a club’s Developmental Squad. Compensation while 
on the Developmental Squad will be limited to a standard 
League-wide amount established for such squads. Each 
player will be bound exclusively to the club which signs 
him until that club chooses to terminate the contract. 
lf a club signs a player on its Developmental Squad to 
its Active List, it must either use one of its five free 
activations or request procedural recall waivers.
